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SOME CONSCIENCE MONEY 
’ FOR OHINA. 


“As if it were not enough to astonish the 
old-school diplomats of Europe by giving Cube 
independence when we might have done other- 
wise, Secretary Root ‘is likely to produce 
consternation among the united Powers,’” says 
the “Literary Digest,” “by his intimation that 
our Government will relinquish to China most 
of the indemnity awarded us as damages for 


re re ee 


the Boxer outbreak in 1901. The power to 
forgive China this debt rests with Congress, 
but the American Press take it for granted 
that Congress will carry out the Administra- 
tion’s wish. It is evident from the varions 
accounts ‘that the editorial writers around the 
country have been executing some remarkable 
mathematical feats in trying to figure out just 
how much China gains by our clemency. 

“We were awarded $24,000,000, in round 
numbers, on Sept. 7, 1901, to be paid in forty 
years, with interest at 4 per cent. In the six 
years since then China has paid $6,000,000, 
and Mr. Root recommends that when $8,000,000 
more has been paid the rest of the debt be 
cancelled, as the $14,000,000 will cover our 
loss, with interest. The problem is, How much 
are we giving China? The editorial mathe- 
maticians reckon the sum variously up to 
$55,000,000, while the New York ‘Tribune’s” 
writer, lightly brushing aside the entire ques- 
tion of interest as irrelevant and bothersome, 
brings it down to $13,000,000. An expert ac- 
countant to whom we submitted the problem 
points out, however, that China’s payments of 
$1,000,000 a year have scarcely more than 
covered the interest, so that we are virtually 
forgiving China the entire debt. At the rate 
China has been paying, it would take several 
hundred years, and several handred million 
dollars, to wipe it out. 

“There is a keen suspicion | that the claims 
of the other Powers were even more exaggerat- 
ed than our own, and our papers imagine the 
statesmen of Europe reading of our action with 
gasps of dismay. Ruasia’s claim on China 
is $87,500,000, Germany’s is $60,000,000, 
France’s $56,000,000, Britain’s $24,000,000, 
and so on down the line. As the New York 
“Evening Sun” remarks with satisfsetion : 

“ ‘Our friends, the great Powers of Europe, 
will be hurt, shocked, and irritated by the 
pleasant piece of intelligence communicated by 
Secretary Root to Sir Chentung Liang Cheng 
on the eve of that diplomats departure for 
home... . 

“ ‘When the — turned in their bills 
most of them treated China as an unfortunate 
debtor who was not in a position to object to 
anything. The most extravagant. demands 
were made. ‘I'he looting of the imperial palace 
was almost respectable in comparison with 
their claims. The whole business was calculat- 
ed to give the Chinese a very peculiar notion 
of Western civilisation and moderation. 

“ (Quite apart from the question of abstract 
justice China’s friendship is worth while. She 
is. waking ap. She has shown that she is not 
going to allow herself to be exploited by Japan. 
She is rich in men and natural resources, Her 
development may be as rapid as was that of 
her island neighbour. If it is, she, and not 
Japan, will be the great native Power in the 
Ear. East. The Chinese are not ungrateful. 
They can never forget what we did for them 
when their case was desperate.’ 

“An offer of twenty-seven millions to a 
nation which has no legal right to the money, 
and which.could not obtain it by any forcible 
means, is a somewhat too material evidence of 
sincerity to be greeted with cynical scepti- 
cism,” says the New York “Outlook”. ‘The fact 
is, this proposal is in fineaccord with American 
tradition. Of course magnanimity is not ex- 
clusively a Christian: virtue; but from any 
point of view which is antagonistic to the 
Christian point of view, it is actually a vice ; 
and in any case it is a trait which ought to be 
exhibited by any people that has such a moral 
inheritance as ours. It is true that this nation 
has failed all too frequently to follow the 
altruistic impulse, sometimes even when to do 
that would have cost us little. Our treatment, 
for instance, of the Philippines has not been 
flawless. 'l'o use the phrase of Paul, we have 
not yet attained. Itis to be hoped that in 
this ease Congress will not fall behind the high 
mark set by the executive.”

Damanhour and 7 at Nag-Hamadi. From the 
beginning of the year until 29th instant, 1,028 
cases of plague were registered as against 395 
cases recorded during the corresponding period 
of last year. One recovery was reported from 
Beba during the past 24 honrs. 22. patients 
are still under treatment. 


Alexandria Museum. 

During 1906, 5,067 persons visited the 
Alexandria Museum, the number during 
1905 being 2,896. March and April were 
the busiest months of the year, the num- 
hers of visitors being 692 and 523, res- 
pee ‘ively, In January there were 499 
visitors, in May 422, and in December 412. 
‘he lowest number of visitors was recorded 
a. November, in which month there were 
only 269. ‘The total receipts for the year from 
(ie museum were I.E. 78,990. 


Hooligans in Cairo. 

‘onsiderable consternation was caused among 
the inhabitants of the Mousky on Monday 
hivit by a gang of I ‘rench Jewish hooligans, 
who, armed with knives and sticks, stationed 
tlemselves in the street and molested the 
passers-by. The mamour of the Gainmalieh 
kisin was called out to capture the hooligans 
ane this was aflectea by a considerable body 
of police. The men were handed over to the 
rench consular anthorities, and it is said that. 
the Government intend to demand their expul- 
sion from the country as dangerous characters. 


Su0z Canal Route. 


The Postmaster General was recently «akan 
a question in the House of Commons on the 
subject of the comparative value of the Suez 
Canal route and other mail routes to the East 
In his reply he said: “The approximate time 
of transit from London to Shanghai by the 
diferent routes available for the conveyance 
of mails is as follows: vid Siberia, 20 days ; 
via Vancouver, 27 or 28 days according to the 
season - vid Suez, 30-35 days ; via the United 
States of America, 42-45 days. The cost per 
pound of the conveyance of letters sent from 
Eugland to Shanghai via Siberia is estimated 
at 6s. Sd. For letters sent vid Suez by French 
Packet, the cost is estimated at 4s. 3d., and 
in the case of German Packets at 4s. 10d. per 
pound, | am not in a position to give similar 
information in regard to letters sent via Van- 
couver or by British Packet vid Suez, as both 
the Packet Companies concerned receive & 
round subsidy covering the whole of the 
services performed by them.” 
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CROMER'S GRANT VOTED. 
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MR. REDMOND’S BALDERDASH 


(Gazette’s Special Service.) 
Lonpon, Wednesday. 


In the Honse of Commons the grant to 
Lord Cromer of £50,000 was passed by the 
substantial majority of 147. The Premier, Mr. 
Balfour, and Sir E. Grey united in a well- 
deserved eulogy to Lord Cromer for his ser- 
vices. Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman said 
that of all the peaceful administrators through- 
out the Empire to-day Lord Cromer was the 
foremost in courage, wisdom, resource, and 
patience. 

Mr. Redwond’s baldersdash clearly irritat 
ed the members and only brought contempt 
on himself and his cause. 

Lord Ripon and Lord Landsdowne in the 
House of Lords paid splendid testimony to 
Lord Cromer’s services and the vote was 
passed unanimously. 


Lonpon, July 31. 

House of Commons. The House voted the 
grant of £50,000 to Lord Cromer by 254 
votes to 107 after a heated debate, the Na- 
tionalist and Labourite members attacking 
Lord Cromer, especially in connection with 
the Denishwai incident. Sir E. Grey spint- 
edly defended Lord Cromer’s action. Sir 
H. Campbell-Bannerman proposed the grant 
and Mr. Baltour seconded it in eulogistic 
speeches. Mr. William Redmond denied that 
Lord Cromer was entitled to an unprece- 
dentedly enormous som. ‘The grant was 
inconsistent with the Liberal principle in 
view of the prevalent distress. Lord Cromer 
had benefited Egyptian finance which there- 
fore should bear the cost. 

Mr. Grayson, in a maiden speech, said that 
the Government’s mandate was to solve the 
ghastly social problems and not to provide 
high-salaried officials with grants. 

Sir E. Grey admitted that such grants were 
rare, but not rarer than Lord Cromer’s services. 

Referring to Mr. Redmond’s remarks regard- 
ing Denishwai, Sir E. Grey said that Lord 
Cromer, like himselt, considered that the 
judges were prompted by every desire to 
secure justice. This was not the time to review 
the sentences passed in connection with that 
incident. It was impossible to measure Lord 
Cromer’s servicss by cash: his expenses had 
exceeded his salary. The Government preferr- 
ed, instead of an Ambassador’s pension, to 
grant him a lump sum as a special recogmtion 
on a very special occasion. 

Mr. John Robertson condemned the Den- 
shwai procedure, but he did not think that the 
case against Lord Cromer was such as to give 
clear ground for objecting to the grant. 
House of Lords. The House uxanimously 
concurred with the House of Commons 
regarding the grant to Lord Cromer, after 
warm eulogies by Lords Ripon and Lansdowne.

THE YEMEN SITUATION, 
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HEAVY ‘TURKISH LOSSES. 


REBELS DISLODGED FROM SUDD4A. 


(From Our Own CORRESPONDENT.) 


AvEN, July 25. 

Some 800 Turkish troops left Rudda recent- 
ly to reinforce ‘the troops at Nadhira and 
other places. They were met by the rebels 
in Sailut-Hama, a valley between two moun- 
tains, near Yerim, when the rebels attacked 
the Imperial troops, killing about 200. The 
rest of the troops fled to Yerim. 

he rebels have been disloged by the Turks 
from As-Sudda valley after severe fighting, in 
which about 500 of the Turks were killed, and 
abont 200 among the rebels. ‘The rebels are 
reported to be holding commanding positions. 

Moakhil Sanani, an Arab Turkish ruler in 
Ebb, a district near Yerim, was murdered by 
the rebels near the gate of Ebb for treacherous 
conduct towards them. Last year when the 
rebels occupied Ebb he acted treacherously 
towards them by allowing the Turks to enter 
the town and dislodge the rebels. 

Consequent upon the death of the Mafti 
of Zaheed, trouble has arisen among the Arab 
soldiers at Zaheed and about eight casualties 
have occurred. The soldiers belong to the 
different tribes, and are now divided into two 
factions. 


The Monsoon Rains. 

The monsoon rains this’ year in Yemen 
have been much heavier than was expected and 
far exceed the rains they have had for several 
years past.

PERMANENT JUDGE wigeaei 


Many circumstances point ¥6 the dist that 
the British colony in Egypt is at last becoming 
awake to the necessity of action in a matter 
with which its interests are closely connected. 
Recently there has been some discussion in 
our columns on the fact that only 29 members 
ofthe British colony at Alexandria showed 
sufficient interest in the. question of Lord 
Cromer’s memorial to answer Mr. R. J. Moss’s 
circular on that subject, although no less than 
a thousand circnlars were sent out. A cor- 
respondent suggested that one of the reasons 
which may have induced this remarkable dis- 
play of slackness may have been the manner 
in which the interests of the colony were 
neglected by Lord Cromer for the sake of “la 
hante politique” and he specially instanced the 
abstition of the British Court here as it existed 
in the days of Sir Charles Cookson, inasmuch 
as that Court was ‘abolished as a principal 
court and rednced to the status of a pro- 
vincial Court because its existence supported 
the theory of the capitulations, which were 
obnoxious to his Lordship. Since the publi- 
cation of that letter we have received 
others in support of the principle laid down 
therein. In fact, the anomaly referred to by our 
correspondent, and generally the chaotic state 
of the system (or rather want of system) upon 
which the jurisdiction of the British Consular 
Courts is exercised in this country, have long 

ago forced themselves upon the attention of 
ae whose daily occupation brings them into 
touch with the working side of the Consular 
Courts, and we believe that in the early part of 
the year 1906 a move was made with a view to 
bringing about an improvement. A gentleman 
who has now retired from Egypt, whose name 
need not now be mentioned, felt so strongly 
upon this matter that, even after his retire- 
ment, he pressed the question upon the atten- 
tion of the authorities by repeated calls 
at Downing Street. Simultaneonsly the Judges 
of the Supreme Consular Court were un- 
officially approached ; and neither on their 
side, nor at the Foreign Office, was there any 
opposition in principle, it being recognised that 
“something ought to be done.” The Judges, 
we believe, fully recognise the strength of the 
grievance, but obviously they could not make 
any move in the matter. It was suggested that 
a memorial to the Foreign Office might have 
the desired effect. This idea however, was 
dropped, it having been unofficially ascertained 


that such a move would be “distasteful in high 


quarters.” Of course as soon as this fact became 
known the promoters of this much needed 
reforii had -perforce to abandon any further 
efforts for it was foolish to contest the principle 
of “Mea voluntas suprema lex.” Now that this 
objection is removed, there is every reason to 
begin agitating again for this much needed 
step, especially in view of the recent enormous 
increase of English compaines in Egypt. There 
can be no suggestion that the carrying out of 
this reform is hampered by “complicated legis- 
lative machinery.” In our opinion the change 
could becarried through by a stroke of the pen. 
Read Article 14 of the principal Order in 
Council under which theconsular jurisdiction is 
exercised :—‘“T'he Supreme Court—(meaning 
the Chief Judgeand the Assistant Judge)— 
shall ordinarily sit in Constantinople and as 
oceasion requires at Alexandria and Cairo ; 
but may on emergency sit at any other place 
in the Ottoman Dominions, and may at any 
time transfer its ordinary sittings to any such 
place as the Secretary of State approves. Under 
this Article the Judges may sit at the same 
time at different places, and each such sitting 
shall be deemed to be a sitting of the Supreme 
Court.” It seems obvions that in order to 
effect the reform now so much needed, all 
that is required is that the Secretary of State 
should, ander this Article, give directions that 
one of the Judges of the Supreme Court shall 
take up his permanent residence in Alex- 
andria. This would in no way interfere with’ 
the other Judge, who would continue to hold 
his Court in Constantinople. 

The difficulties in the way of this important 
and very desirable reform are not in any wise 
legislative, but purely “administrative”, which 
means political ; subordinate, that is to Bay, 
to what our correspondent has dignified with 
the name.of ‘la haute politique”. So long as 
the ‘“Capitulations” dé exist (and we have 
never defended these latter day anomalies) 
there is no reason based upon fairness or 
political wisdom, why British subjects should 
be placed at a disadvantage as compared 
with the other nationalities settled in Egypt. 
Indeed we may be permitted to doubt whether 
it is really sound “politique” to let these 
other nationalities see how the powers that 
be can unhesitatingly sacrifice the inter- 
ests of those row directly within their grasp— 
when political necessity demands.

INTERESTING ‘DISCOVERIES. - 


Appended to the report of Chataway Bey 
‘on the work ot the Municipality of Alexandria 
daring 1906 is a chapter by Breccia Bey on the 
Museum. department, which is well deserving 
of attention. 

Cuatsy Necroporis. — During last year 
excavations were continued at.Chatby and the 
results were as equally fruitful as the first 
year’s excavations. The discoveries included 


several painted stele, many of which bore |- 


Greek inscriptions*giving the tiame, the patrony- 
mical name, and sometimes the) country of 
the deceased ; hydriform or amphoriform cine- 
rary urns ; cups ; vases of many kinds, includ- 
ing painted ones of a fine black metallic colour 
with decorations in white, red, and gold yellow. 
These vases are analogous with those inaccura- 
tely described. as “Gnathia” or “Fasano” and 
which are believed to originate from‘T'arento. 
The number which has been found ‘on this 
site, even after the- spoilations to-which Alex- 
andria has been a victim, affords the supposi- 
tion that the origin of these vases should be 
sought in the Hellenic East.. Among other 
discoveries were a beautiful ivory flute, funeral 
crowns or palms in gilded bronze, plaster,. 
or painted earthenware, and other small objects 
of industrial interest. 

Pompry’s Prtar.—The excavations in the 
environment of Pompey’s Pillar which _ pro- 
duced so much of interest in 1905; revealed 
two sphinxes of Assonan granite almost intact, 
the measurements of which were 4 metres long 
and 2 metres high. A third, but unfortunately 
acephalous, sphinx, the pieces of whose head 
were found round about, with the cartouche of 
a king of the 18th dynasty, was discovered not 
far from the others. There was also a head of 
Serapis in white marble, the back part and 
hairs of which had probably been. added in 
plaster, and on it there are still traces of gild- 
ing and polychrome. Much more beautiful, 
however, is the head of a goddess, probably an 
Aphrodite, also in white marble and with traces 
of polychrome. 

Excavations were also conducted by ites 
Sabry Pasha, chief eunuch of the Khedivial 
Palace, under the direction of Breccia Bey, 
who expresses his thanks to Sabry Pasha for 
having handed over all his discoveries of value 
to the Museum. 


THe Western Necropouis.— In his report | 


Breccia Bey bemoans the.apparently complete 
disappearance of the Western Necropolis, the 
underground Alexandria of Arabic legend. His 
efforts to arrest the destruction of this relic of 
bygone days were fruitless, and the exigencies 
of modern life, which necessitated blasting 
operations, have definitely effaced the traces of 
the old life in which lay hidden so much pre- 
cious information. 

Monks oF ALEXANDRIA.— In 1903 and 1904 
the Museum made two purchases of 14 fanerary 
inscriptions refering to monks, and being sup- 
posed to have come from Dekhela. (Lefebvre— 
“Epitaphes de .Moines Alexandrins”). Breccia 
Bey has devoted much attention to the dis- 
covery of the exact place from which these 
came and he is now certain that “théy were 
discovered in the quarries which Mr. Almagia 
is exploiting near the village of Dekhela, some 
hundred metres south of Manazer station. 
In this district they have found several inter- 
esting pieces of Christian ‘architecture, 4 frag- 
ment of an inscription, and a large series of 
small calcarean Sphinxes. 

Orurr Discovertes, — Among the ancient 
hills around Alexandria a fine series of vases 
and enamelled earthenware statuettes of the 
Ptolemaic and Roman periods, fragments: of 
polychromic glass, and a series of Christian: 
lamps of various shapes and symbols have 
been brought to light. An acephalous. statue 
of the priestess Isis in whitemarble was discov- 
ered in the ditches of the fortifications on the 
west of Porte Rosette, not far from where was 
discovered the year before the group of Dionysos 
with Faune, as well as pieces of two other 
statues. ‘The parts of this group which have 
been receatly discovered resemble ‘still more 
the group of Dionysos with Faune~ at the’ 
Chiaramonti Musetm at the vatican, and..it ‘is 
evident that this monument must be a defective 
work of the Ruman period. In: the works car- 
ried on between the garden of the Govern- 
ment hospital and the Jewish cemetery, to 
about five metres of the actual bed of the 
street, ruins of either honses or perhaps an- 
nexes to a public building have been discover- 
ed. A piece of mosaic in small polychromic 
pebbles, representing a warrior in profilefrom 
the right side, the face turned to the left carry: 
ing a shield on his left arm and a. lance in his 
right hand, has been recovered. He is represent- 
ed in the act of throwing a lance as he runs 
away and the figure occupies the centre of thie’ 
mosaic with a framing of gryphons snrrounded 
by a floral decoration; which is ina very bad 
state of presérvation. Foundations ‘of ‘the’ 
house giving upon the same ‘street have’ been’ 
taken out and have yielded a splendid - il 
in calcareous nummolithie in Corinthian styl 
which must have crowned. a ‘large Poke 
semicolumn. Some hundred metres “nearer 
the sea in the foundations of the Maison 
Sursock five fragments of fluted Doric columns 
in red Assouan granite with a diameter of 
about 80 centimetres were found, the length of 
some of which can be estimated at five metres.

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FOREIGNERS IN EGYPT. 
THE CAPITULATION S. 


In a former issue we gave a short notice of 
an important new work on the subject of 
the Capitulations, entitled “The Law affecting 
foreigners in Egypt as a result of the Capitula- 
tions with an account of their origin and 
development.” The work of Mr. J. H. Scott 
deserves careful perusal by all interested in 
the solution of one of the important problems 
now facing Egypt. We need not deal with 
the subject at length for we recently publish- 
ed a number of articles on this subject 
at the time of the publication of Lord 
Cromer’s report and our views coincide 
with Mr. Scott's conclusions. The work is 
prefaced by an admirable introduction, which 
gives the reader so clear a view of the qnes- 
tion that it deserves reproduction and will, 
we hope, induce our readers to make a closer 
acquaintance with this admirable work. Mr. 
Scott's, introduction to his book is in fact a 
succinct exposition of the ontlines of the case. 
He writes : | 


The interest which is at present centred in 
Egypt would, under norinal circumstances, 
justify the discussion of the early history and 
development of the Capitulations ; but since 
the publication of Lord Cromer’s proposals 
for the modification of the system of justice 
and legislation, at present in force in refer- 
ence to foreigners resident in Egypt, the snb- 
ject has assumed an enhanced importance, 
Readers of Lord Milner’s ‘t England in Egypt’ 
are already familiar with the system of 
paradox which prevails in Egypt ; but, even 
among the resident Europeans, there are few 
who fully understand the extent of complica- 
tion which exists in the Egyptian leyislative 
and judicial systems, at least in so faras they 
affect foreigners. This system has now becoine 
so complicated that it threatens to prevent 
usefal legislation, and already, too frequently, 
ends in a denial of justice The system 18 & pro- 
duct of the Capitulations. This being generally 
admitted, it is frequently asked, “Why, then, 
are the Capitulations not abolished ?” ‘They are 
not abolished because they contain certain 
valuable privileges which alone make it possible 
for Enropeans to live in security within the 
territories of Egypt. Abuses, which may be 
traced cdlirectly to the Capitulations, undoubt 
edly exist, but they also contain certain pri- 
vileges, It would be madness for the foreigners 
“to abandon their existing privileges without 
any adequate safeguards being provided to 
oviate a recurrence of these evils, which the 
Cupitulationsareintended to prevent.” Abolition 
is ont of the question, but modification would 
be alike beneficial to the indigenous population 
and the foreigner resident in Egypt. When we 
have traced the origin and development of the 
Capitulations we shall be better able to describe 
the present legal position of foreigners, which 
exists as a result of these Capitulations, and 
also to consider in what way this system may 
be modified.

And yet in many branches of the woollen 


industry manufacturers are still tace to face 
with the demand for fabrics at almost exact! y 
the same wholesale and retail rates which pre- 
vailed when wool was practically at half its 
present value. On the other hand, it is true 
that the demand for almost all classes of goods 
has gréatly revived, and the Colonial trade has 
shown a great expansion. These changes have 
not, however, diminished the overwhelming 
demand for cheap fabries, which have become 
an enormous proportion of the business 
done. Hence these changes, which on the 
face of them might seem to give a hardening 
tendency to raw material, in reality accentuate 
the necessity for a low range of prices First 
came very cheap all-wool yarns and fabrics. 
Then, as the trade grew by leaps and bounds 
and the price of wool advanced, the demand 
for cheap yarns and fabrics remained, and even 
extended. As the price limit was fixed, pro- 
ducers had to bring more cotton into use until 
the original woollen yarns became composed of 
half wool and half cotton, and frequently a 
good deal more. In fact, the fabrics in many 
cases have a mere facing or veneer of wool to 
give a soft and warm effect to the cotton. It is, 
of course, difficult to say whether this is the 
only factor which has brought about the pres- 
ent greatdecline in the price of homegrown 
wool at a time of large consumption and very 
moderate supplies, but at all events it has 
played a very important part.

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first used. The earliest Capitulations were 
grants of special privileges extended to foregn 
merchants while trading within the territories 
of the grantor. At a time when Private Inter- 
national Law did not exist, and when not only 
was the foreign law unknown, but the law of 
each State took no account of foreigners,who 
themselves were distrusted,and whose entrance 
was discouraged, a system such as this was 
essential if'a permanent commerce were tobe 
established, especially inthe Eastern States 
of the Mediterranean. The word Capitulation 
is derived from the Latin ‘“ Caput” or “ Ca- 
pituluin, “and its origin is due to the style of 
the earlier grants, which were divided into 
‘heads ” or articles. The grantor did not 
“capitulate “in the modern sense, although 
the inferior legal status of the States which 
are at present regulated by Capitulations has 
encouraged this belief. In the original Capitu- 
lations the grantor declares, in grandiloquent 
terms, the importance of his position ; it is the 
grantee who ‘‘ prays,” or “ begs,” or“ com- 
}lains,”” and the grantor who of bis “humanitie 
and gracious ingraffed disposition ” promises 
redress. Nor were these privileges to be 
obtained without a price : there isan anee- 
dote which well illustrates the position, A 
certain ambassador had long sought the 
renewal of the privileges formerly accorded to 
his Sovereign. He was at length permitted to 
enter the presence of the Sultan’s Grand Vizier, 
who sat near an open window, a parchment 
lying on the table at his side Again and again 
the wind swept the parchment away, till at 
length the Grand Vizier placed his p rse on it, 
and called the attention of the ambassador to 
how easily the parchment, which contained the 
privileges desired was swept away with each 
gust of wind, until it was properly weighted. 
The presents brought by the ambassadors were 
not the least important part of the negotia- 
tions. But, even when properly weighted, these 
Capitulations were only valid during the life- 
time of the grantor, and had to be renewed by 
his suecessor; and it was to these repeated 
renewals that the most important extensions 
in the privileges originally granted were mainly 
due, 

‘The privileges accorded by the early Capitu- 
lations were such as were necessary to com- 
merce, and as such undoubtedly were as 
beneficial to the subjects of the grantor as to 
the merchants of the grantee, since without 
them commerce would have been impossible. 
They were granted by the rulers of Christian 
States as well as by Mohammedan princes. 
The earliest Capitulations, which we shall 
(liscuss, were granted by the Christian Kings 
of Jerusalem to the merchants of the Italian 
Republics of Venice, Genoa and Pisa. The

the Capitulations. The privileges or immu- 
nities granted by all were practically the same: 
permission for merchants to enter the grantor’s 
territory and trade there; freedom to exercise 
their own religion, without any vexatious 
regulations as to dress ; the grant of a special 
quarter in which to live and carry on their 
trade ; freedom from all taxes except customs 
dues ; immunity to some extent from local 
jurisdiction, and the privilege of being tried 
by their own consuls according to their own 
law ; and, lastly, the right to have their 
successions regulated by their own rules of 
inheritance. These rights formed the ground 
work of all the earlier Capitulations ; but 
beside these were a number of special grants, 
such as permission to build a church ora bath, 
or the promise to redress some special griev 
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ANOIENT EGYPT. 


cupation a new era opened for Egypt—an era 
of jndicious reform followed by the most un- 
precedented succes$ ; but now it is once more 
felt that a judicious modification of the Capi- 
lulations is again necessary, if reform and 
development are to be continned in the future 
as they have been in the last twenty-four 
years. Modification, not abolition, of the Capi- 
tnlations is necessary. ‘The original Capitula- 
tions were as beneficial to the native subjects 
as they were to the foreign merchants. Although 
abuses of privileges now occur, and although 
certain of the original privileges have ceased 
to be beneficial, there are yet certain very 
important rights. guaranteed by the Capitula- 
tions—rights which are essential to the con- 
tinued residence of Europeans in Egypt—and 
“the well-being of the numerous Europeans 
who have made Egypt their place of residence 
is indissolubly bound up with the well-being 
and prosperity of theeountry. I can conceive 
no greater calamity to the indigenons Egyp- 
tians than that the confidence of the best ele- 
ments amongst the European communities in 
the institations, under which they live and 
thrive, should be seriously shaken” * he 
continuance of the Capitulations in a modified 
form is thas as much to the advantage of the 
Egyptians as the Europeans. 
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RELIGIOUS DEVELOPMENT. 


The exhibition of antiquities from Abydos, 
now on view in London under the AUSPICES 
of the Liverpool University, is of extreme 
importance, in ‘that it touches certain schools 
of archeology very badly represented jy 
museums at present. ‘I'o the student «of 
religious developments in Egypt, one of the 
most important periods is that of the tw, 
centuries immediately preceding and thos 
succeeding the Christian era. It is in thi 
popular inscriptions of the period, especially 
the funeral stele, that we get the common 
religious belief, and here are exhibited a nu. 
ber of these records. ‘I‘hey begin with late 
Ptolemaic work, then Grieso/Roman, where 
the knowledge of the hieroglyphic seript j. 
growing obscure, and the syrobols borrow. 
from the Book of the Dead forgotten. {1 
this exhibition, says Mr. Boscawen in a re. 
view of the exhibition, we see practically 
only three divinities, Osiris, Horus, and 
Anubis, with occasionally Isis and Nephthys, 
The series end abont the third century of 
our era, and here we get some most val- 
uable matter. We can clearly see how the 
old enlt of Egypt was being unconsciously 
prepared for Christianity,’ and indeed, some 
of the latest of these tablets, with painted 
scenes and Greek inscriptions, might be ta. 
ken for early Christian art. ‘The figores of 
the goddesses become guardian angels, and 
the nimbus is introduced. This collection 
alone will make the Tiverpool Museum of 
great use to students of early Christianity.

From this there shortly grew the claim of 
France to “protect” all foreign merchants 
within the Ottoman Empire —a claim which 
was only defeated by the grant of Capitulations 
to all the other important European Powers : 
but in the diplomatic warfare which was 
waged around each new grant — a warfare 
which was continuous owing to the necessity 
of constant renewal on the accession of each 
new Sultan — the original privileges of the 
Capitylations were extended beyond what was 
essential to commerce. And during the same 
period, and before the first French claim had 
heen defeated, France put forward the claim 
to protect the Christians within the Ottoman 
Empite—a claim which led to the Crimean 
War. During the nineteenth century, the 
second of these periods, the intervention ini- 
tiated by France, under her claim to protect 
Christians, was imitated by other European 
Powers, and the Capitulations 
yet another development. Commercial Con- 
ventions were entered into between the Porte 
and European Powers, thus separating what 
was purely commercial in the. Cuapitulations 
from the other rights and immunities, At the 
same time these other rights and ‘immunities 
were confirmed forall time by being embodied 
in bi-lateral ‘Treaties Nor did development 
stop there, since Mixed Courts were introduced 
administering codes based on European sys- 
tems, while, at the same time, the whole 
Turkish administration was too hurriedly 
remodelled on the lines of a European State, 
Already, at the Conference before the Treaty 
of Paris, there was a demand, put forward by 
the Ottoman representative, for the abolition 
of the Capitulations. — 

During the nineteenth century Egypt once 
more regained a position of practical inde- 
pendence from Turkey—a state of affairs 
which was recognised by the Sultan in the 
Firman of 1841 appointing Mohamed Aly 
hereditary Pasha of Egypt. These events mark 
the commencement of yet another stage in 
the development of the Capitulations. Extend- 
ed as these privileges had been by the Sultans, 
they were destined to receive yet further 
extensions at the hands of Mohamed Aly and 
his successors in their attempt to purchase the 
favour of Europe. To such extremes did these 
rulers go that in 1867 Nubar Pasha, .Ismail’s 
Prime Minister, commenced his crusade agamst 
what he called the “Judicial Babel,” which 
had been the result of the too lavish encourage- 
ment of European pretensions. The result was 
the institution of the Mixed Courts of Egypt 
in 1876—a reform which was almost more in 
the interests of foreigners than natives, to 
such evils did the undue extension of the 
Capitulations give rige,. With the British Oo-

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RUSINESS PROSPECTS IN THE 


SUDAN. 
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SOF MILITARY GOVERNMENT. 


(Concluded), 

After considering this outline of the Govern- 
ment policy it is disappointing to learn that in 
reality no measures are taken to encourage 
commercial men to invest money in the coun- 
try, or even to visit it. On the contrary, it is 
only too apparent that they are not wanted 
there, and, in fact, no one other than a mili 
tary officer is of any real consequence. As far 
lack as six years ago Lord Cromer drew atten- 
tion to. the desirability of creating a Sudan 
Civil Service, and in the same report Sir 
Reginald Wingate, the Governor-General, an- 
nouneed that such a service had actually been 
created, with the difference that the officials 
were iuilitary. He pointed ont one serious 
drawbaek to the system, however—namely, 
that these officers, being on the active list or 
the British Army, were liable to be called 
away at any moment for service elsewhere, or 
they might tire of their ardcous work and 
return to their own service. In short, the 
British offeers conld not be counted on as a 
permanency, Lord Cromer emphasized — the 
point, and explained that some time must 
elapse before officers who atrive to fill vacant 
places could acquire the linguistic and local 
knowledge necessary for the efhcient perform 
anee of their duties. The following year he 
repeated his argument that the military 
should be gradually replaced by the civil 
element in the Sudan Administration, bat he 
deprecated any brusque change. In spite of all 
this adviee, however, there is no evidence of 
any intention to substitute the civilian for 
the military official, and therefore nothing is 
a practical nature to attract

Commercial Visitors Disappointed. 

The men of business, whether manufacturers 
merchants, or shipowners, who have visited 
Khartoum with the view to studying schemes 
for trade development, have been obliged to 
upply for information to the military or naval 
officers who control those spending departments 
of government—with one exception-~which 
have the ordering of everything included under 
the term of “government stores,’ and the re- 
sults of their interviews with these officers 
_have rarely been profitable or even pleasant. 
Most of them have complained of the diffieul- 
ties of approaching the military official and of 
the scant courtesy with which they were re- 
ceived ; also of the vexatious delays, caused 
tuo often through his lack of appreciation of 
the importance of keeping a business appoint. 
ment, thereby necessitating in many instances 
x prolonged stay at the local hotel. (There are 
hut two mail trains a week, and they are the 
only practicable means of departure.) Some 
allowance should be made for the fact that 
the military officer has not been trained to 
deal with business men and is not accustomed 
tu do so. But I consider it quite impossible 
t» persuade him to treat them as most neces- 
sary factors in connexion with the progress of 
the Sudan. 


Port Sudan. 

Port Sudan, as the elhief port of entry on 
the Red Sea, has been designed on an elabor- 
ute scale to meet the requirements of a large 
Government business, and much attention has 
been devoted to its equipment. A sum of 
£895.000 is being expended on harbour im- 
provements and the construction of (quays, 
Custom-honse, and other Government offices, 
official residences, ete, but no provision has 
apparently been made for the real attraction of 
trade to the port, and therefore a great deal of 
this expenditure seems to-be somewhat prema- 
ture. In the initial stages of development of 
other countries it has usually been found that 
as soon as a trade was created shipowners 
competed with one another to capture it, and 
they made their own arrangements for receiving 
or discharging cargo, with the aid of local 
nconts, [nu course of tune, if the expansion of 
travle justified the expense, the harbours were 
improved, and quays were bmilt and gradually 
extended. In Port Sudan the old order of 
things has been reversed, ander the belief that 
trade will come if only the port is made sufti- 
ciently comfortable for its accommodation. 

The idea was evolved, no doubt, from the 
somewhat natural desire of the Sudan to enjoy 
the advantages of handling, and charging 
Customs dues upon, its own trade—in other 
words, to secure for itself the benefits of carry- 
ni from ship to consumer, and from producer 
ty ship, instead of dividing such benefits with 
Egypt as heretofore. Unfortunately for the 
early snecess of the scheme, trade declines to 
he diverted into inconvenient channels for the 
sake of merely pleasing the ruling power, and 
there are many far-reaching influences connec- 
tel with commerce which have apparently 
escaped the consideration of the Government. 

The following appropriate remarks were 


aidressed by Lord Cromer (Egypt, No, 1, 
1906) to the British Government a year 
ago '— 


Nowhere is the exercise of that somewhat 
rare quality, a sense of proportion, more 
necessary than in the Sudan. With every 
wish to progress as rapidly as possible, it 
las to be remembered that the work of gen- 
erations eannot be compressed into a few 
vears. The field for reform in the Sudan 
is indeed very wide, but the main question 
tu be decided — whether in respect to points 
bearing on the material, or on the moral 
progress of the country—is generally not 
“» much whether the adoption of any pro- 
posed measure is desirable as whether the 
inoment has arrived for its execution, and 
Whether, in point of relative importance, it 
should have precedence over other  pro- 
posals. 
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Discouragement.of Trade, 

The creation of‘Port-Sudan resembles that 
of several ports of German _ colonies in Africa, 
where splendid quays, warehouses, and cus* 
toms offices were constructed and over- 
staffed with numbers of unitormed officials. 
Military despotism holds its sway, and civi- 
lian residents sre kept in strict order, But 
there is no trade; the main reason being 
that there are no experienced pioneers to 
organize it; and trade is not of spontan- 
eous growth. Capable merchants avoid such 
places like the plague, and the German 
trader is the last man in the world — to 
settle in his own colony. 

The entire foreshore of Port Sndan is 
reserved for the use of various Government 
departments. ‘Trade is relegated far away 
into the background. The post and_ tele- 
graph offices, governor’s offices, police offices, 
barracks, official residences, and the convient 
prison are being built on the sea frontage. 
Shipping offices, mercantile offices, warehous- 
es, repairing shops, and the like, if ever 
desired, may be erected far in the rear, 
on land set apart for the purpose, as dis- 
tant as possible from the post and tele. 
graph offices, the banks, public offices, and 
the residentlal quarter, from all of which 
if and when the port grows busy, will often 
be opened at inconvenient hours. 

At Khartum a similar state of things pre 
vails ‘The river frontage is monopolized, for a 
distance ofabont three miles by Government 
offices and official residences. ‘The general 
effect is picturesque, butut is neither oseful 
nor economical, No trading of any description 
is permitted along this stretch of frontage, and 
no merchandise, unless imported by the Go- 
vernment, can be landed within its sacred 
confines. ‘Traders’ goods must be discharged at 
a distant point down stream, and transported, 
at considerable expense, around to the com- 
mercial quarter ofthe city. 

On the opposite bank of the Nile K har- 
tuin North, with the terminus of the railway 
from Halfa and Port Sudan, But here again 
there is no room for the merchant, because 
anything like reasonabie access to either river 
of railway is debarred to him by immense 
rang:s of Government storeyards and work- 
and military barracks. 

In short, it is an obvious and ineoutestable 
fact that the merchant hot regarded as a 
desirable settler in the country; and, ontil 
that fact is removed by the reforms which are 
necessary to the general welfare of the 
Sudan, it would) be a wiste of time to write 
of the opportunities it holds 
enterprise. 
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MACHINERY USED IN) BUILDING 
THE PYRAMIDS, 

Hoisting machines were used in both Assy- 
ria and Egypt six thonsand or more years ago. 
ln order to hoist the great stones of the Pyra- 
mids, some form of derrick was employed. 
Probably the first constuction was that which 
isnow known to mechanics as_ the shear-legs, 
says Charies H. Cochrane in the “Circle” 
magazine. This is made of two great timbers 
tied together in the form of a capital A, the 
two ends resting on the ground and a rope 
being run over and attached at the top. With 
one of these the pyramid builders could have 
raised large stones step by step, which was 
doubtless their method. We can imagine we 
see the great A frame leaning over an incline 
of perhaps fifty degrees, with a block of stone 
tied on. Then a great crowd of men got hold 
of the rope on the opposite side, perhaps as- 
sisted by some draft oxen, and all strain and 
pull until the A-frame stands erect and the 
stone is swung up into the air, where it can be 
pushed into the desired place. Sach a con- 
trivance could be used to lift stones six or 
eight feet, which was sufficient for the construc: 
tion of the first pyramid. Doubtless ‘better 
hoisting devices were constructed as more 
pyramids were built.

A strong effort is about to made to grapple 
with the typhoid fever so prevalent in tropical 
garrisons. Captain S. de C. O’Gtady, Royal 
Army Medical Corps, who is a specialist in 
typhoid and kindred diseases, has been specially 
selected to accompany the Ist Battalion of 
the Green Howards to Egypt, where he will 
remain with it for its: three years tour for 
the purpose of carrying out anti-typhoid 
treatment amongst volunteers, and to watch 
the general health of the battailon. Lieuten- 
ant G. H. Stevenson,- and Lieutenant J. 
B. G. Mulligan, Royal Army Medical Corps, 
have been similarly selected to accompany 
the Ist King’s Dragoon Guards, and the Ist 
Battalion Suffolk Regiment to India and 
Malta respectively. 


The Army Council has cireulated for con-| 


sideration by Generals Commanding-in-Chief a 
memorandum relative to a scheme to which it 
is proposed to substitute a cash allowance for 
soldiers in place of the existing system of issues 
of clothing or of compensation: in lien of 
clothing. The proposal, which is the result of 
consideration of many alternative schemes is 
that the recruit shall continue to receive a 
complete outfit on enlistment as a present ; but 
that, from the beginning of his second year of 
service he shall be paid in additiou to asum 
equal to 2d per day for “upkeep of kit,” a 
quarterly clothing allowance, and that from 
then on all clothing transactions between him 
and the State shall be on a cash basis, 
articles, being purchased as necessaries are 
now, Serving soldiers have more than fifteen 
inouths to serve would be brought under the 
new rules. In addition to the direct benefit to 
the soldier, the new scheme will be of great 
advantage to company commanders, quarter- 
inasters, and accountants, in avoiding the 
numerous queries on accounts and disallow- 
ances occurring under the. present intricate 
system which are the causes of voluminious 
correspondence and inevitably result in dis- 
satisfaction. 

The following is being substitated for the 
present sytlabus for the subjects of ‘Military 
History and Strategy (Obligatory)” in the 
entrance examination for the Staff Ccllege, and 
will come into force in the examination to be 
held in August next:—The general principles of 
strategy in civilized warfare.
